Others are: market ter­ 
minology; dividends and 
capital gains, Bull and Bear 
markets; Methods of stock 
selection and investment su­ 
pervision; establishing a per­ 
sonal financial plan, balanc­ 
ing savings, insurance, and 
Investments; Class discus­ 
sion of current events, and 
review; and the three secrets 
for acquiring wealth.

The course will be led 
by Thomas J. Leonard, Jr., 
a registered representative 
with Poweti, Johnson & As­ 
sociate*, Inc., a member 
firm of the Pacific Coast 
Stock Exchange.

Leonard Is a graduate of 
Michigan State University. 
He has specialized in long 
range financial planning for

individuals seeking safety 
and growth of their purchas­ 
ing power. Class will be held 
on Tuesday 1 . 2:30 p.m., 
starting April 30 for five 
weeks.
